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HOMECOMING TRIP 


YOUNGEST VICTIM 
OF MASS SHOOTING 
LEAVES HOSPITAL

Three-year-old De- 
onta Howard, the 
youngest victim of 
last week’s mass 
shooting in a South 
Side park, sang a 
little hymn and even 
imitated a TV re- 
porter as he met the media after being re- 
leased from the hospital Wednesday 

"May the good Lord bless you. May the 
good Lord bless you,” Deonta sang into a 
microphone at New Beginnings Church on 
Wednesday night. 

When his mother, Shamarah Leggett, 
asked if he had anything to say “to all these 
people who were talking about you,” Deon- 


ta grabbed a mike from aWGN-TV reporter 
and said, “I got shot.” 

Asked where, the little boy pointed to his 
cheek and said, “Right here.” 

Deonta was shot late Sept. 19 when two 
men armed with an assault rifle and a .22-cal- 
iber handgun fired indiscriminately into a 
crowd at Cornell Square Park in the Back 
of the Yards. Deonta was playing on the bas- 
ketball court when a bullet struck him near 
the ear and exited through his cheek. 

Doctors have said Deonta did not suffer 
brain damage but will require plastic sur- 
gery 

“They said that he’s going to have to 
have surgery for the next 15 to 20 years, so 
it’s going to be a long process, but it’s OK,” 
Leggett said Wednesday night. “I told God I 
could deal with anything, as long as my baby 
comes home. And he answered the whole 
world’s prayers, not just mine, because we all 
was praying.” 

As the brief news conference drew to a 
close, Leggett told her son to “say goodbye.

in the movie, but there’s lots of pieces of lots 
af different kinds of media in the movie. And I 
think that there’s plenty of examples of main- 
stream media, whether it’s movies or TV shows 
OY commercials or anything else, that are just 
ai .guilty of that as pornography is, of reducing, 
especially women, to sex objects. 

Obviously, you still think that women in par- 
ticular are seeing these romantic comedies and 
Uiinking that’s love. 

Ybah, it’s a seductive fantasy to have because it’s 
Su simple and appealing for its simplicity I think 
lliat love in real life is actually a lot more beauti- 
ful than that. 

When you’re talking about '*Say Anything” or 
some other older movies, there’s so much more 
of an example for people to fall in love with. 

Now, when you look at something like 'The 
Ugly Truth” from a few years ago, that’s a great 
example of women being forced into a box and 
being told they can’t have a career and love and 
that kind of thing. So I’m surprised that you think 
people still see romantic comedies that way. 
Well, a lot of people still do see them that way, 
Tl’»ough. This is a fantasy on a screen. I like mov- 
ies that show things to be more complicated and 
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I like movies that show things to be more 
complicated and not so simple and not 
just have a completely happy ending or a completely 
tragic ending but somewhere in between.”

that’s more reflective of real life. No matter 
what the movie is, really it can’t map onto 
real life because a movie is a movie. You’re 
watching it. The people on the screen don’t 
know you’re there. And so love is all about, in 
my opinion, an interplay between two people 
who are acting and reacting and connect- 
ing in that way, and that’s I think why the 
symbol of pornography is a really good one 
of, “Here’s this guy getting off on an image 
on a screen that’s not connected to him in 
anyway” It’s a one-way street. And the same 
thing goes for Scarlett’s character watching 
these romantic comedies. It’s just a one-way 
thing. 

I wonder what people will think of the pre- 
sentation of one-night stands as being dull.

{Laughs.} I think that everyone’s likely to be 
disappointed. Ifyou’re comparing real life to 
oversimplified fantasies you Ve seen on screen, 
you’re going to get disappointed. ’Cause life 
isn’t that way Life has so many more nuances 
and details if you pay attention to what’s actu- 
ally happening in front of you, but you’ll miss it 
ifyou’re too busy making those comparisons.

It’s a bit ridiculous to make a movie 
indicting a masturbator for being selfish. By 
definition, it’s kind of a one-person thing, ^t 
that’s part of “Donjon’s” limited viewpoint, 
an old-fashioned perspective of sex and 
relationships in a modern world. Jon’s so 
oblivious that he doesn’t know about browser 
histories or that his beloved porn comes from 
non- realistic depictions of sex by actors. 

Considering how many short-sighted per- 
ceptions of sex exist, and the devast atingjy 
intimate vision of sex addiction delivered by 
Michael Fassbender and writer-director Steve 
McQueen in “Shame,” Gordon-Levitt plays it 
safe by making a movie about a fool brought 
up to speed without ever facing the conse-

quences of addictive behavior. He takes the 
easy way out, “Wedding Crashers’-style, and 
also includes fake romantic comedies very 
reminiscent of “Friends with Benefits.” 

The filmmaker does do an effective job of 
showing that Jon is his father’s (Tony Danza) 
son in numerous ways, and as Jon’s texting- 
obsessed sister Brie Larson (the brilliant star 
of“Shortlerm 12”) steals scenes without even 
speaking. While the other characters yammer 
on, you want to know what she’s thinking. 

That said, the movie is pretty easy to watch, 
and not just because of the onslaught of naked 
women. As Barbara, the “dime” Jon falls for 


harder than he ever has for another three- 
dimensional woman, Scarlett Johansson rises 
above the distracting Jersey accent that turns 
Jon into a bit of a caricature. His interactions 
with Esther (Julianne Moore), a woman he 
meets after Barbara forces him to go to night 
school, aren’t believable at first and later 
undermine the story in their resolution. Like 
an outdated sex columnist, Gordon-Levitt 
refuses to discuss monogamy versus variety or 
see sexual needs and behaviors in a complex 
way In “Donjon,” porn is an all-or-nothing 
habit for intimacy-fearing lotharios, beloved 
by immature men and scoffed at by women.

The economy is bad! 


What outrageous 
irony for a 
documentary called 
“Inequality For 
All” to feature such 
unequal distribution 
of attention. 

It^s fine that 
director Jacob Kombluth uses former White 
House labor secretary Robert Reich as the 
film’s expert, since the documentary takes 
inspiration from Reich’s book ‘Aftershock: 
The Next Economy and Americans Future.” 
But we don’t need to hear how Reich feels 
about his past (both in terms of his childhood 
and his time with numerous presidents). This 
is supposed to be a movie about why the U.S. 
is the worst developed nation when it comes 
to economic inequality and what can be done 
about it. 

Instead, “Inequality For All” follows the 
formula of the stunningly overrated ‘A.n 
Inconvenient Truth” by delivering a lecture, 
and not a very good one at that. In and out of 
class, Reich, a professor at University of Cali- 
fornia, Berkeley, discusses highly paid CEOs, 
outsourced jobs and overworked, underpaid 
Americans. No kidding! And you’re saying 
taxation is out of hand, and there was some 
sort of housing bubble too? Go on with all 
this new information, please.

Obviously the portrayal of citizens in need 
and a country that shot itself in the foot is 
upsetting, as seen in other docs including 
“Inside Job,” “The Queen of Versailles” and ‘A 
Place at the Table.” The fact that many young 
people have no idea how to build wealth, 
and may not even be able to, deserves more 
attention. Yet Reich and Kornbluth don’t go 
after anyone specifically (other than imply- 
ing President Ronald Reagan’s anti-union 
stance had long-lasting negative effects) for 
the greed and corruption that increases the 
distance between the i percent and the 
99 percent. They make broad, obvious points 
about the moral folly of underfunded state in- 
stitutions, rising tuition costs and billionaires 
financing candidates and lobbyists. Nowhere 
do the filmmakers address how people have 
adapted. Have some opted not to have kids 
because they can’t support families? How 
have some succeeded by skipping college and 
using their money in other ways? 

For a man who claims to have influenced 
President Bill Clinton’s economic policy of 
putting people first, Reich really doesn’t pay 
much attention to the people at all.

(Olivia Wilde plays Suzy who 
takes exactly three scenes to meet, marry and 
split from James.) 

They're merely fierce competitors who 
want to win or die trying in battles that aren't 
inherently suspenseful.

between warriors who sacrifice everything 
because they're happier in helmets. But 
director Ron Howard, who mostly makes 
stinkers these days, and writer Peter Morgan 
(“The Queen,” “Hereafter”) stage this dual 
need for speed as a collection of strategic 
choices that has the emotional impact of 
shopping for tires. (Note: The overrated 
Fi doc “Senna” failed too.) We can't really 
be expected to believe top-caliber athletes 
stand around discussing why they continu- 
ally risk their lives for the sport. Early in the 
film, James actually says, “I have a hot head 
{and} an inability to tolerate discipline,” as 
if we couldn't just observe that. Alternating 
voiceover by each driver only makes things 
worse. 

Hemsworth (“Thor,” “Snow White and 
the Huntsman”) again offers more than just 
a hulking presence, and at times the film 
achieves exhilaration through editing. It's 
downright shocking how little feeling How- 
ard, a frequent sentimentalist, puUs from this 
story not to mention negligible clarity How 
does the Fi point system work? Why are 
there different economics, as James' financier 
(Christian McKay) cdaims, between Fi and 
F3? If these gyiys wanted racing stardom their 
whole lives, why not show some of what led 
to their eventual success?
